Staff is looking for direction to 1. Continue to renovate the existing pool or; 2. Proceed with a design company proposal 
with a 15% contingency and authorize the General Manager to execute all documents in connection therewith.   
 
 
Executive Summary 
 
At the regular Board of Directors meeting held on April 3, 2019, a presentation was provided by Staff regarding the 
Community Center Pool.  Three options were detailed along with the estimated costs for a small, medium, or large L 
shaped six-lane competitive pool.  The Board was also presented with recommendations from the Parks and Recreation 
Committee along with the Finance Committee regarding the pool size preferences and the following alternatives; eliminate 
the pool, refurbish the pool, or build a new pool.   
 
After consideration of the presented options Staff was additionally tasked with soliciting potential scope of work from a 
minimum of two pool design companies and to convey those details to the Parks and Recreation Committee for their 
evaluation.  The Parks and Recreation Committee would propose to the Board of Directors their recommendation if the 
Board of Directors were to proceed with the build of a new pool.   
 
As of the writing of this staff report, it is Staffs’ intention to bring the pool design company proposals to the Parks and 
Recreation meeting on May 1, 2019, at 3:30 PM and obtain a recommendation, that if the Board were to proceed with 
entering into an agreement with a pool design company, its recommendation would be announced to the Board of 
Directors at this meeting.   
 
Staff is looking for direction to renovate the pool or move forward with authorizing the General Manager to enter into an 
agreement with a pool design company for a design of a six-lane large L shaped competitive pool known as option 3.
